A Proclamation for the Prices ot Victuals 
within the Verge of che Court. 


D 1 Hereas Mo- cc vnderſtand by the Records of 


Our Counting houle, that Our moſt Noble Pꝛogenitoꝛs & Pꝛe⸗ 
Al deceſſo25, Kings and Queeies of this Reatm,haue alwaies had 
2 4 an eſpcciall care to reſtra: 3 exerſſine Rates and Pꝛites of 
Uictuals, Hozſc meate, and Lodging; And that notwithſtand⸗ 
ing theextraozdmarp care —_ taken by Our moſt deare and 
2a Royall Father,Kingl! « » = 5 of bleſſed memoꝛp, yet there were 
within the Uerge of the Court, alwayes ſome, who out oftheir 
greedy ret bnlawfull gaine, would neuer bee kept within ary bounts ok cqualland 
reaſonable Pꝛices, but, by the acceſſe of the Court, and the increaſe of the conconrle of peo⸗ 
ple thither, would take an occaſion to enhaunce their Rates, and cxact bntonſcionableex⸗ 
treame Pues at their owne willes and pleaſares: | 
Wee, taking the ſame into Our Peinccly conſideration, and being deſirous that all Our 
louing Subiects in genera'l , ſhould in all places of their traudile bee well vſed , and elpeci⸗ 
ally within the Uerge of Dur Court, where Dur Novility, Scruants x Traine, daply at- 
tending vpon Our Perſon, are lodged # placed by Our Harbingers, # other Suitoꝛs haue 
dayly occaſion fo reſoꝛt, Haue giuen oꝛder to the Clerke of the Market of Dur Houlhold, 
within the Uerge of Our Court, fooꝛthwith to cauſe a Rate and Ualnation to bee ſet by 
indifferent Juroꝛs, of all Coꝛne, Uictuals, Lodgings, Hozſe-meate , and other neceſſaries 
of that kinde, accozding to the reaſonable and cquall Rates and Paices of the Market, 
and to renewe ſuch Rates and Ualuations from time to time, as occaſion ſhall require, 
by Oath and P:eſentments of Juroꝛs; And haue commanded, that Schedules ofthe In⸗ 
quiſitions and Pꝛeſentments of the Juries, to bee thereupon taken, ſhall, not onely be terti⸗ 
fied by Dur ſayd Clerke of the Market, oꝛ his Deputie, into Dur Counting houle, to re⸗ 
maine there with the Officers of Dur Houlhold; But ſhall alſo be fixed, and ſet vpon the 
Gates of Our Court, and other places within the Uerge, aſwell within Liberties as 
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without, whereby publique notite may bee takenofthe lame; Our will and pleaſure being, 
and We do by this Dur Pꝛotlamation ſtraitly charge # command, That no Baker,Bzewer, 
Inholder, Butcher, oz other Uictualler , oz any other perſon oz perſons, of what eſtate oz 
degree ſoeuer hee oꝛ they be, doe in any wile demand, al ke, oꝛ reteiue moꝛe foꝛ Coꝛne, Uictuals, 
Hoꝛſemeate, Lodging, oꝛ any other thing to bee ſpecified in the ſayd Schedule oꝛ Inquiſition. 
then accozding to the Rates and Pꝛices therein mentioned, vpon paine ol impꝛilonment, and 
ſuch further puniſhment, as by the Tawes of this Realme, o2 by Our Pꝛerogatiue 
Ro pall, map bee inflicted vpon them, as opzeſſozs of the Common wealth, and contemners 
of this Pur Royall Commandement. 
And moꝛeouer, Wee doe ſtraitly charge and command, That no manner of perſon 
02 perlons, now vſing oꝛ which ſhall hereafter vſe, to lerue any Citie, Bozough, Towne, oz 
other place, in, oꝛ neere the plate of Our reſidence oꝛ abode, 02 eilewhere within the Uerge 
of Our Court, either within Liberties oꝛ without, of, oz with any kinde of Coꝛne oꝛ Uic- 
titals, 02 other neceſſaries, cither vpon the Market dayes oꝛ at any other time, ſhall be any 
thing the moꝛe remiſſe, oꝛ ſlacke, foꝛ making ofpzomſion foꝛ the ſame, then they oꝛ any of 
them Heretofoze haue been, noz (hall vſe any colour of craft, to deeeine the bupers ok, oz in 
the laid pzomſions, 02 to withdꝛa w, conceale, hide, oꝛlap aſide their Cozne, Uictuals, Hozſe- 
intate, oꝛ other neceſſaries, to leſſen oz diminiſh the Market, whereby Dar Traine, oꝛat⸗ 
tendants of Our Court, within any Litte, Wozongh, oꝛ Towne within the Uerge, oz the In⸗ 
habitants of the lame, oꝛ any other Our louing Subietts thereunto reſozting, ſhall not be 
as well, and as plenteouſly furniſhed in euerp reſpect,as the Markets were bekoꝛe, in defrau- 
ding of this Our Oꝛdinance. | | 
And furthermoze, we ſtraitly charge, and expꝛeſly command, aſwell all Dur Dfficers 
of Our Grecnecloth, and Dur Clerke of the Market, and his Deputie oz Deputies, as 
alſo all Matozs , Bayliffes , Dheriffes, Conſtables, and all other Dur Dfficers and Mints 
ſters of all and euery the Cities, Wozoughs , Townes, Hundzeds, and other places within 
the Uerge of Dur Court, aſwel within Liberties as without, That they and euery of them 
from time to time, when, and as often as any complaint ſhall bee made vnto them by any 
partie oꝛ parties, iuſtly grieued oꝛ wꝛonged, contrary to the tenour of this Our Pzoclama- 
tion, within their authoꝛities reſpectinely, fooꝛth with to endeauour themlelues to ſee ſpeedy 
refoꝛmation thereof and due puniſhment of the perſon oz perſons that ſhall offend therein, 
attoꝛding to the ſeuereſt Juſtice of Our Lawes in that behalfe,
